that they may properly uuderstaud the question, we have compiled a 
summary of his cults’ performances. The record is the truest aud best 
criterion to Judge of a horse's merits, and a candid survey of the facts 
giveu below will enable our readers to draw just conclusions foi them¬ 
selves. Tlie facts are glveu without any intention to draw a comparison 
between Almout aud any other sire, but with a view to benefit the 
breeding interest of the country. 

Aluiont was foaled iu 1864. tie is a dark bay without white, 15 bands 
vi , iuebes high, and weighs from 1,15 * to 1,175 lbs. according to bis con¬ 
dition. lie was sired by Alexander's Abdullah, sire of Goldsmith Maid, 
record'2:11; 1st dam by Mambriuo Chief, sire of Lady Thorne, record 
2:18)4; 2d dam by Alexander's Pilot, Jr., sire of John Morgan, record 
2:24; 3d dam the Pope mare, said to be thoroughbred. He never start¬ 
ed iu but one race, which was a* Louisville, Ky.. on October 27. 1H68. 
wtleu four years old. iu which he distanced Jack Conn, by Golddust, 
the first heat in 2:39ft. He bad previous to the race trotted a trial mile 
over Mr. Alexander s track, before it was improved, in 2:33ft. aud Mr. 
Hull says he drove him a full mile trial over same track in 2:32 in 1868 
The track was at least live seconds slow. Soon after this race he was 
purchased by Col. It West lor $8,000, aud has since beeu used regular¬ 
ly ut the stud In Jauuary, 1875, Col. West sold him to Gen. W. T. 
Withers, of Lexington, Ky., for $15,000, and be is now used as a private 
siallioti at Palrlawu stock farm by Gen. Withers. 

Almout made bis llrst seasou iu tbe stud iu 1869, when five years old, 
aud his produce started iu their tlrst race at the meeting of tbe Ken¬ 
tucky Trotting Horse Breeder’s Association, held at Lexington, Ky., iu 
tbe lull of 1873. Aletbea is the first of his get that ever Marled in a pub¬ 
lic race. 

October 21. 1873, at Lexington, Ky.. Aletbea won the Woodford 
Stakes, for two year olds, eight entries, $50 entrauce, half forfeit, beat¬ 
ing Miss T., by Abdallah. and Freshman, by Blackwood. Miss T. took 
first heat iu 2:59, aud Aielbeu tbe 2d uud 3d beats iu 2 59ft aud 3:01)4. 

October 23d, sutue place. Allie West won the three year old stake 
for three year olds, that bad not ever beaten 2:50. — 
Purse $J50. five or more to fill. Ike Marvsl took tbe first beat in 2:59. 
the second heal was a dead beet between Ike Marvel an<l Allie West, iu 
2:59, and Allie West won the third aud fourth beats aud tbe race iu 
8:5tift, 3:0bft. Ituce trotted iu deep mud. To show the condition of 
the track, it is ouly necessary to stale that on the same day und track 
tlie four-year old race was trotted, iu wbich Bee Bruce aud the noted 
Lady Turpin, Uylas, und Puss Thompson started, aud Lady Turpin wou 
firet aud secoud neats lu 2:55ft, 3:0lft ; Uylas the third and fourth 
heats iu 2:59ft, 3:03. und Lady Turpiu the fifth heat iu 3 19ft. It will 
be noted that Allie Wesi'e slowest heat was 13 secouds faster than tbe 
slowest beat in the four-year-old race. 

With ouly oue day intervening. Allie West started on October 2Mb iu 1 
the Treacy Stakes, for three-year-olds, $200 entrance, play or pay, 
which was won by Doble; Allie West taking Aret beat iu 2:47, Doble 
took the second in 2:51, Allie belug second: the Karr filly the third 
heat iu 2:46ft. aud Doble tbe fourth heat aud ruce iu 2:49ft. Kuce trot¬ 
ted iu *’eep slid mud. Special intention is called to Ihese two races, as 
It has beeu charged that Allie W est lacked game. Do the trotting 
records suow that auy three-year old has ever performed ihe feat of 
trolling two races of four beats each ou a muddy track, winning the 
first iace, wbich was holly contested, aud in forty-eight hours starling 
agalusi a field of fresh and fast colts and winning a heat iu 9ft seconds 
faster time than was made iu the first race, belug second iu the second 
beat, aud well up In tbe others. 

October 24th, same place aud track, Albrino, by Almout. won the 
Woodford County Sinks, for three-year-olds, $5H entrance, half forfeit, 
in straigfit beats. Time 3 1)6. 8:15ft, 3:12. This race wa- trotted next 
day after the race was won by the Loted four year-old Lady Turpiu. 
before referred to, in wbllbsbe won last heat iu 3:19ft. being 4ft sec¬ 
ouds slower thau the slowest heat wou by tbe three-year-old Albrino, 
aud 7ft seconds slower tbau the last beat wou by hlin. 

On same day aud track Consul, by Almout, won the slake for one- 
year-olds, $■!<» eulrance, play or pay. iu a walk-over. 

RESULTS FOR 1873. 

Four of Almont's get started and all were winners. They started in 
five races, of which they wou four, aud wou a heat iu tbe fifth race.

four starters. Time 2:56. 3fill. 

July Vtb. at Woodford Driving Park Association. Versailles, Ky., 
Consul won, iu straight beats, the stake for two-year olds. $25 eutrauce, 
play or pay. four entries, three starters. Time, 3:08, 3:0ift. 

July 10.—At same place Aletbea won the stakes for tbree-year olds, 
$50 eutrauce, half forfeit, beating Miss T., by Abdallah, Kentucky 
Central, by Balsora. Maud Maccy. by Joe Hooker, aud Freshman by 
Blackwood. MU* T. took the first heat iu 2: *8, aud Aletbea tne next 
three aud the race iu 2:52ft, H:14ft, 3:b5ft. The track was a alow oue, 
ami the Ocsl time made iu the four-year-old stakes trotted tna same 
day was 2:5ftft. 

July lltb.-Same place and track, Almore, by Almont, started In 
Green Stakes for four year-olds, seven eulries aud f nr starters, among 
them Rosewood, by Blackwood. Seven beats were trotted, and first 
money was wou by Raselass. aud Almore was placed 1 3 2 2 2 2 2. No 
time reported. 

September 29th.—Kentucky Trottlug Horse Breeder's Association at 
Lexington, Ky., Aletbea won the $5UU gold purse offered for the get of 
- Almout. Five started. Kastvr Maid took first heat In 2 46, and Ale¬ 
tbea the next three and race in 2:44, 2:4Uft, 2:44ft. 

October 1st. —Same place; Aiethea started against a field of fresh 
three year olds, in which were Blackwood. Jr., ard Lady Stout, and 
was distanced first beat together with Girlie, by George Wilkes, Maud 
Maccy, by Joe Hooker, ana two others. 

Same day and place; Cousul started in a field of eight for two-year 
old stakes, $50 entrance, half forfeit, and won in straight heats, beating 
tbe get of Curtis' Uambletonlan, Mambriuo Patcben, Abdallah Pilot. 
Clark Chief, balsora. etc. Tltue, 2:51ft, 2:48. 

October 2d.—Same place; Allie West won tbs four-year old stakes. 
$1011 entrance, half forfeit; 10 nominations, and four starters, among 
them Doble. wbo won in io73. Allie West distanced the field the first 
boat in 2:29ft, the fastest lime ever made by a four-year old, and stood 
the fastest until I October. 1876.

They started in nine races and won six out of uine starts, and tne 
beaten colt Almore, four years old, was 13 2 2222 in u race of seven 
heats, seven eutries and four starters. 

1875, July 8.—At Harrodsburg, Ky.. Consul wou the Citizen's Stake 
for three year olds, $50 entrance, half forfeit, and $75 added by the as 
soclatlon. Three started. Consol won in three straight heats. Time 
—2 :44, 2:43. 2:39. 

May 13.—At Terre Haute. Iud., Trouble, l»y Almont. won the $700 
stake in the three minute class iu three straight beats. Seveu starters. 
Time—2:41, 2 41ft. 2:42ft. 

July 13.—At Chicago. III., Tronble wou the $100 stakes in three 
straight heats, heating Monarch Rule. Time—2:42.2:39ft. 2/37. 

July 2.—At the same place Trouble started for tbe $550 purse. 2:40 
class. In a field of six, aud took the 2d and 4th heats In 2:37ft. 2:41. 
Billy Wasson winning the 1st, Sd and 5th heats iu 2:38ft, 2:38, 2:42. 
Trouble taklngsecoud money. 

May 11.—At Terre Haute. Ind.. Trouble won second money in $750 
purse for 3 30 horses (the first race be ever started in) in a field of six 
starters, making u record of 2:40. 

May 20.—At Peru, Iud.,Trouble started for an $800 purse. 2:50 class, 
in a field of six, and won 4tb heat iu 2:53ft, aud took third money. 
Trouble was a green colt, owued iu Tennessee, and sent on this cam¬ 
paign with only a few weeks preparation. He took money in every race 
in which be started He has since been retired to tbe stud. 

In September, 1875. AlVermont, four years old, by Almont. won the 
free for all race, purse $500, offered by the Fair Association, of Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky.. and Alamo, a green colt, look second money. Time was taken 
but has not been published. M 

Oct. 1875.—At St. Louis. Mo., Fair, Alamo four years old. woo the 
tbe premium for fastest horse, mare or gelding of any age. 14 starters, 
most of them aged horses, and some with low records, iu two straight 
heats, of about oue and a quarter miles each. 

At Georgetown, Ky.. Latoka. a three year old. by Almont. in a match 
race with SummerCoon.dlstauced him the first heat. Time not reported. 

Oct. 13.—At Hartford. Conn.. Piedmont won the Charter Oak Stakes 
for four year olds (the first and ouly race in which he has started), beat¬ 
ing in three straight heats Nell, by Thomas Jefferson, and Philosopher, 
by Messenger Duroc. dam by Rysdyk s Hamblelonian. Time—2:32ft. 
2:34ft, 2:30ft, making the fastest third heut ever trotted to date by any 
four year old, and only three quarters of a second slower than the best 
time made to date by auy four year old In first heat. 

We will uotice a few races in which tbe get of Almont started in 1875 
and were beaten, an they must be i-oueidered as remarkable perform 
ances for three, four and five year olds. 

Aug. 2«tb Consul when lame from a severe Injury to his foot 
started In the stakes for three year olds at Georgetown Ky. 
in a field of four, and was beaten by Post Boy In i 
race of six heats. P«»*t Boy took tbe first heat in 2:44, Consul the 2d 
aud td beats in 2:43ft, 2:39: the fourth heat was a dead beat betweeu 
Cousul and Post Boy In 2:47*4. aud Post Boy took tbe fifth aud sixth 
heats In 2:45ft and 2:51ft. Consul being second in each of the last 
bents tuklug second money, and fiuished so lame that he was with 
difficulty lakeu home. Under all the circumstances this must be Con 
sldered us game a race as any three-year old ever trotted. 

August 28—At Cyntliiaua, Ky.. Aiethea, a four-year old. started for 
the $400 purse in tbe 2:38 class, iu a field of seven, most of them aged 
horses, and was placed 3 6 3 4 3. Time-2:31. 2:36, 2:34ft, 2:32-*.2:33ft 
The very next day. August 27th. at same place, Aletbea started for the 
regular four-year old stakes, against live front four-year olds, among 
them the noted Maud Macey. Kentucky Uenbwl, Lady Lumber aud 
Freshman. Kentucky Central took tbo first h m iu 2:31, Aletbea 
second. Aiethea took the second hen’, in 2.31, Maud Macey took the 
third heat in 2:31. Aelthea being Hec.QUtl, and she also look the fourth 
und fifth beats in 2:32ft. 2 33, Aletbea being 2 3 in last two heats. This 
was regarded as the best four-year old race ev.e/ trotted to that date, 
WheuTt Is considered that Aletbea had trotted a ruce of five heats ou 
the evening before iu fast time, aud that she mot u field of remaraable 
four year olds, all fresh, and won second t/iooey in a* fast and hardly a 
contested race us was ever trotted >by four-year olds before, winning 
oue and contesting three other beats. It must be conceded that this it 
• •ne of tbe earnest and most remarkable performances made by a four 
yenro d. Ten bouts trotted In twenty-eight or tweuty nine hours, e 
record of 2:31 made In tbe seventh heat, aud being secoud iu both tbe 
other 2:31 beats, stamps the feat as a wonderful exhibition of speed 
and game, lias the like ever been performed by any four year old? 

Sept. 24—At the same u<ace. Allie West, five years old started for tbe 
$500 free for all purse, aguiust the aged and fast horses Tom Britton 
Captain Jack. Dick Taylor aud Byron. Allie West wou the first heal iu 
2:25. the fastest time ever made to that date by a trotter of any age iu 
Kentncky. He look the second heat In 2:27. Tbe third aud fourth 
beats were won by Captain Jack In 2:31ft, 2:31, Allie Weal being set 
ond and third, aud tbe fifth, sixth and seventh beats and race were woo 
by Torn Britton, Allie West being pluced 4 3 8 in the last three heats 
Time of lust three heats- 2:30ft. 8:36. 2:34ft. 

To fully appreciate this performance It must be remembered that 
Allie Meat was ouly five years old and bad made a full season 
iu the stud and was not placed In training uutil tbe close 
of the season, and hence was short or work for such 
contest in which he bad to meet aged horses and old 
campaigners. Inferences unfavorable to Allie West have beeu sought 
to be drawo from this race. They would come with more force if the 
objectors would poiut to uuother ave-year old stallion wbo at auy time 
or at any place, uuder like circumstances, or under auy circumstances, 
has ever trotted two heats iu 2:25 and 2:27 and lived through a seven 
heat race against aged horses iu as fast time. Unless this cau be done, 
tbe candid horsemen of America will decide that the objection is not 
well lakeu. To place tbe whole matter iu a nutshe 1 !, the objection 
amounts to this and nothing more. viz., that Allie West having done 
what no five year-old trotting stallion ever, under like circumstances, 
did before or since, is criticised for uol having done more! 

Boon after this race Allie West was, on a remarkable private trial 
sold for $15,000 to that acute horseman, J. B. Wilgus, of this city, wbo 
bad known biin from his colt-hood. This grand young horse died last 
Summer, aud we feel that It Is but just that the facts should be given. 

Results in 1875 -Eleven of Almont's get started in 1876. Six of 
them won races, viz.: Piedmont. Trouble. Consul. Al Vermont. Alamo 
and Latoka. Two of them won second money—Allie West and Aiethea 
—and only three started that did not win mouey, vis.: Raster Maid 
Almout. Jr., and Young Almont. 

Allie West made a five-year-old record of 2:95, the fastest heat ever 
trotted to that date by any trotter of auy age In Kentucky. Piedmont 
made a record of 2:30ft as a four-yeor old In a third beat, being the 
fastest record ever made by a four year-old to date In a third heat, aud 
ouly three-quarters of a second behind the fastest time ever made In 
first or any heat by a four year-old to that date. 

Alvermonl and Alamo, both Tour-year-olds, won free for all races — 
Alamo in a field of 14 starters at St. Louis, Mo., most of them aged aud 
some with low records. 

1876, March 4-Almont, Jr. (Bidwell’s) won the $650 puree at New 
Orleans, La., In three straight heals, beating Monarch Rule, Nellie May 
and Gen. Hood. Timo-8:37ft, 2:41ft, 9:89ft- 


June 16—At Grand Rapids. Mich., Easter Maid won the $800 puree In 
a field of seven, losing tne first heat and winning the next three and 
race. Best time 2:50. made in third heat. Trotted iu deep mud. 

At Piqua, O.. Easter Maid won the free-for-all purse of $500, in 
straight beats. Five starters. Best time, 2:38. 

At Middle Fork, Ind.. she won the free-for-all purse in straight heats. 
At Frankfort. Iud., she started for a $300 purse, iu a field of five, aud 
won the race. . ^ 

Kept. 23—At Danville, Ill., Easter Maid started for a $450 puree, in a 
field of seven, lost the first heat in 2:46 aud won the uext three heats 
and race iu 2:44ft. 2:45ft, 2:32ft. Trotted in deep mud, aud beat horses 
with records of 8:30 and nnder. 

At Delphi, Ind., she agaiu smarted in a free-for-all race, purse $300, in 
field of eight, and wou in straight heats. 

At Jackson. Mich.. June 21st, in a field of ten. she took second money 
in a $500 puree, 2:44 class, making a record of 2:36ft. aud finished sec¬ 
ond In tbe fifth and last heat, aud was only beaten about half a length. 

She also woo second mouey at Osgood, Iud., and at Lafavette, Ind., 
took third money. m , .... * 

She started in ten races, won six, took second money in two and third 
money in one. . . . , 

June 13—At Lexington. Ky.. Aldine started In stake for three-year- 
olds, in a field of five, and wou first and eecoud heats in 2:44ft, 2:44, 
and Uonor won tbe next three and race, Aldine wiuuing secoud money. 

August 24—At Cynthiaua, Ky., Aldine started in the three-year-old 
stake*, iu a field or five, aud won first heat in 2:37ft. and a heavy rain 
coming up Romance took the next three heats in 2:57ft, 3:00. 2:53ft, 
Aldine wiuning second money. .... , „ « 

Sept. 27—At the Breeders’ National Centennial Meeting at Suffolk 
Park, Philadelphia, Pa., Aldine won the Revolution race for three-year- 
olds, in straight heats. Time-2:40. 2:40ft, This race was inagurated 
as a test of the relative merits of the trotting sires of America, aud 
there were 38 entries, representing 25 of the leading trotting sires in 
the Uuited States. Seveu only started, and Aldine won at her ease, dis 
lancing Honor, who bad beaten her at Lexington in Juue. 

Two races trotted by tbe get of Almont that were beaten in 1876 are 
regarded as worthy of special notice: 

October 17th, at Lexington, Ky.. Payne's Almont, Jr., four years old, 
after making a full season in the stud and serving about 45 mares, 
started in a do Id of oiue, for a puree of $300 in 3:30 cluss, The race 
was oue of five beats, and was won by Eric, wbo at same meeting made 
a record of 2:28ft. Eric took tbe first, fourth and fifth heals, iu 2:34ft, 
2:34ft, 2:32ft, Almont. Jr., belug second in each of these heats and con¬ 
testing them with Eric. Almont, jr., look the second beat iu 2:33ft, 
Eric being third. Lady Prewitt took tbe third beat in 2:30, Almout. jr., 
beating Eric iu this beat aud winuiug second mouey iu tne ruce. This 
is certaiuly a remarkable performance for a four year-old stalliou wbo 
made u full seasou iu tbe siud, and consequently hud uol bad the same 
preparation as his competitor, wbo was a gelding. It evidenced both 
speed aud staying qualities of a high order. 

Same day aud place, Fannie Witherspoon, by Almout, started for the 
$100 purse for two year olds, iu u field of seveu starters. Keutucky 
Wilkes took the first beat iu 2:45ft, Fauny second. Belle Patcben won 
secoud uud third beats aud the race in 2:41ft, 2*42ft. Fanny Wilber* 
spoou contesting bulb heats, uud was barely bcateu by half a bead iu 
the (bird heat. 

The official records have not been fully compiled uud published, 
hence we cannot give complete details of ail tbe ruce* trolled iu 1876. 
The following summary of results is as complete a- can be given at thin 
time, and it la believed to be correct. 

Results for 1876.—The get ol Almont started iu 24 or 25 races. 
They won first money in eight of these races, secoud mouey in eight, 
and third money iu two or more, winning mouey iu over two thirds of 
tbe races iu which they started. Most of Almout s colts that were of 
sufficient age. were iu use iu the stud and did not start, and Piedmont 
aud Cousul, both entered iu C'enteuniul Stakes at Philadelphia, met 
with accidents that prevented tbelr starting, though Piedmont's owner 
made his eulry good aud look him in the five-year old stakes, aud was 
ouly prevented from slartiug on accouut of his going lauie from an 
injury. 

General Summary.— Almont has sired thirteen winners of contested 
public races, all at five yeurs old and under. No trotting stallion at 
same age front tbe days of Imported Messenger to the preseul date has 
sired as many. Two of his get. Piedmont aud Aldiue. were taken East 
to trot tn stake races, and both won. 

Almont's get, noue over five years old when they started, and most of 
them three and four year olds, have wou three beats iu 2:29ft or less, 
and Allie West, at five years old. made a record of 2:85. They have 
won five beats In 2:31 or less; eight beats in 2.34ft or less; ten beats iu 
2:37 or less; twenty-five or Iw euty-slx beats In 2:40 or less, and about 
forty-five heats iu 2:45 or lees. Three of his get, at four years old. have 
records of 2:31 and nnder. aud oue of 2:29ft. the fastest ever made to 
dale of performance; another a record Of 2:30 ft iu third heat, tbe fastest 
third beat ever trotted by auy four-year old to that date; tbe other a 
record of 2:81. made in secoud heat after trottiug a race of five beats 
tbe day preceding. 

Tbe above facts ara submitted without any other comment than that 
those wbo claim the AI moots lack either speed or staving quality pay 
a poor compliment to tbe many justly distinguished trotting sires whose 
get have been beaten by them in so many hotly contested public race*.

Hull says he drove him a full mile trial over same track in 2:32 in 1566 
The track was at least five seconds slow. Soon after this race he was 
purchased by Col. K. West (or $8,U(X), aud has since been used regnlar- 
IV at the stud lo January. 1675, Col. West sold him to Gen. W. T. 
Withers, of Lcxiugtou, Ky., for $15,0U0, and he is now used as a private 
stalliou at Fairlawu slock farm by Gen. Wilbers. 

Almont made his first seasou iu the stud in 1569, when five years old, 
and his produce started lu their first race at the meeting of the Ken¬ 
tucky Trotting Horse Breeder's Association, held at Lexington, Ky., iu 
the lull of 157.4. Atelhea is the first of his get that ever started iu a pub¬ 
lic race. 

October 21, 1873, at Lexiugton, Ky.. Alethea wou the Woodford 
Stakes, for two year olds, eight entries, $50 entrance, half forfeit, beat¬ 
ing Miss T., by Abdallah, and Freshman, by Blackwood. Miss T. took 
a rut heat lu 2:59, aud Aielhea the 2d and 3d heat- In 2 59*4 and 3:01*4. 

October 23d, same place, Allie Wesl won the three year old stake 
for three year olas, that had not ever beateu 2:50. - 
Purse $250, five or more to fill. Ike Marvrl took the first heat iu 2:59, 
the "ccoud heat was a dead hect between Ike Marvel and Allie West, in 
2:59, aud Allie Went wou the third aud fourth heats aud the race iu 
2:56*, 3:06*4- Huce trotted iu deep mud. To abow the coudlliou of 
the track, it ts only necessary to state that ou the same day aud track 
the four-year-old race was trotted, iu which Bee Bruce aud the noted 
Lady furpiu. Uylas. uud Puss Thompson started, aud Lady Turpin wou 
firrt aud secoud neats in 2:56*4, 3:01ft ; Uylas the third aud fourth 
heuts iu 2:5:«*, 3:03. and Lady Turpiu the fifth heat iu 3 19*4. It will 
be noted that Allie West's slowest heat was 13 seconds faster thau the 
slowest heat iu the four-year-old race. 

With only one day intervening. Allie West started on October 25th in 
the Trcacy Stakes, for three-year-olds. $200 entrance, play or pay. 
which ^as won by Doble; Allie West taking first heat iu 2:47, Doble 
took thu second in 2:51, Allie being second; the Karr filly the third 
beat iu 2:46*$. and Doble the fourth heat aud race In 2:49*4. Kace trot¬ 
ted iu *'eep stitf mud. Special attention is called to these two races, as 
it has been charged that Allie West lacked game. Do the trotting 
records show thul any three-year old has ever performed the feat of 
trotting two races of four heuts each ou a muddy track, wiuulug the 
first lace, which was holly contested, aud iu forty-eight hours starting 
agaiusi a Held of fresh aud fast colls aud winning a heal In 9*4 seconds 
faster time thau was made in the first race, beiug second lu the second 
heat, aud well up iu the others. . 

October 24th, same place aud track, Albrino. by Almont, won the 
Woodford County Staks. for three-year-olds, $50 entrance, half forfeit, 
in straight beats. Time 3 U6. 3:15*4, 3:12. This race was trotted next 
day after the race was wou by the noted four year-old Lady Turpiu, 
before referred to, iu wbitb she wou last heal iu 3:19*. beiug 44% sec¬ 
onds slower than the slowest heut wou by the three-year-old Albrino, 
aud 714 seconds slower thau the last beat wou by him. 

on same day aud track Cousul. by Almont. wou the stake for one- 
year-olds, $2*i entrance, play or pay. In a walk-over.

Consul won the Citizen's Stake 
for three year olds, $50 entrance, half forfeit, aud $75 added by the as¬ 
sociation. Three started. Consol won in three straight beats. Time 
-2:44, 2:43, 2:39. 

May 13.—At Terre Haute. Ind., Trouble, by Almont. won the $700 
stake in the three minute class lu three straight heats. Seven starters. 
Time-2:41, 2 .414. 2:42*. 

July 13.—At Chicago. III., Trouble won the $100 stakes in three 
straight heats, heating Monarch Rule. Time—8:42,2:894. 2;37. 

July 2.—At the same place Trouble started for tbe $550 purse. 2:40 
class. In a field of six, and took the fid and 4th heals in 2:374.2:41. 
Billy Wasson winning the 1st, 3d and 5th heats in 2:38*4, 2:38, 2:42. 
Trouble taking second money. 

May 11.—At Terre Haute, Ind., Trouble won second money In $750 
purse for 3:30 horses (the first race he ever started to) in a field of six 
starters, making a record of 2:40. 

May 20.—At Peru. Ind.,Trouble started for an $600 purse. 2:50 class, 
in a field of six, and won 4th heat iu 2:53*, and took third money. 
Trouble was a green colt, owned in Tennessee, and sent on this cam¬ 
paign with only a few weeks preparation. He took money lu every race 
in which he started He has since been retired to the stud. 

In September, 1875, Alvermont. four years old, by Almont. won the 
free for all race, purse $500, offered by the Pair Association, of Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky.. aud Alamo, a green colt, took second money. Time was taken 
but has uot been published. **' 

Oct. 1675.—At 8t. Louts, Mo., Pair. Alamo four years old, woo the 
the premium for fastest horse, mare or gelding of any age. 14 starters, 
most of them aged horses, and some with low records, iu two straight 
beats, of about oue and a quarter miles each. 

At Georgetown, Ky.. Latoka. a three year old, by Almont. Id a match 
race with SummerCoon.distauced him the first heat. Time not reported. 

Oct. 13.—At Hartford. Conn.. Piedmont wou the Charter Oak Stakes 
for four year olds (the first and only race in which he has started), beat¬ 
ing in three straight heats Nell, by Thomas Jefferson, and Philosopher, 
by Messeover Duroc. dam by Kysdyk's Hambletouiau. Time—2:32*. 
2:34*4.2:304, making the fastest third heat ever trotted to date by any 
four year old, aud only three quarters of a second slower than the best 
time made to date by auy four year old In first heat. 

We will notice a few races In which the get of Almont started in 1875 
and were beaten, as they must be considered us remarkable perform¬ 
ances for three, four aud five year olds. 

Aug. 2(»ih Cousul when lame from a severe injury to his foot, 
started in the stakes for three year olds at Georgetown Ky.. 
iu a field of four, and was beaten by Post Boy in a 
race of six heats. Post Boy took the first heat In 2:44, Consul the 2d 
and Id beats in 2:13*4. 2:30 : the fourth heat was a dead heut between 
Consul and Post Boy iu 2:474, aud Post Boy took the fifth aud sixth 
heats iu 2:45* und 2:51*4. Consul being second in each of the la«t 
beats taking secoud money, and finished so lame that he was with 
difficulty taken home. Under all the clrcmnstauces this must be con¬ 
sidered us game a race as auy three-year old ever trotted. 

August 26—At Cyntliiana. Ky., Alethea, a four-year old, started for 
the $400 purse iu the 2:36 class, iu a field of seven, most of them aged 
horses, and was placed 3 6 3 4 3. Time—2:31. 2:36, 2:31*4.2:32<*.2:33*4. 

The very next day. August 27th. at same place, Alethea started for ihe 
regular four-year old stakes, against five fresh four year olds, among 
(hem the noted Maud Macey. Kentucky Central. Lady Lumber aua 
Freshman. Kentucky Central took the first beat iu 2:31, Alethea 
second. Alethea took the second heal In 2:31; Maud Macey took the 
third heat iu 2:31. Aelthea beiug secoud, aud she also took the fourth 
and fifth heats in 2:32*4 . 2 33. Alethea beiug 2 3 in last two heals. This 
was regarded as the best four-year old race ever trotted to that dote. 
WbeuTt is considered that Alethea bad trotted a race of live heuts on 
the evening before iu fast time, uud that she met a field of remarkable 
four year olds, all fresh, and won secoud mouey In as fast and hardlv a 
contested race as was ever trotted by four-year olds before, winning 
oue aud contesting three other heals. It must he conceded that this is 
••ne of the gamesi aud most remarkable performances made by a four 
ycaro'.d. Ten heuts trotted lu twenty-eight or tweuty nine hours, i 
record of 2:31 made in the seventh heat, aud being secoud lu both the 
other 2:31 heats, stamps the feat os u wonderful exhibition of »pccd 
and game. Hus the like ever been performed by any four year old* 

Sept. 24—At the same u.ace. Allie Wesl, five years old stnrted for the 
$500 free for all purse, against the aged aud fast horses Tom Brittou. 
Captain Jack. Dick Taylor aud Byron. Allie West wou the first heut iu 
2:23. the fastest time ever made to that date by a trotter of any age iu 
Keutacky. He took thu second bear in 2:27. The third and fourth 
heats were won by Captaiu Jack iu 2:81*. 2:31, Allie West beiug sec¬ 
ond and third, aud the fifth, sixth aud seventh heuts and race were won 
by Tom Britton, Allie West beiug placed 4 3 8 In Ihe last three heats 
Time of last three heats-2:30*. 2:36, 2:34*4. 

To fully appreciate this performance it must be remembered that 
Allie Meet was only five years old and had made a full season 
In the stud and was uot placed in traluing uulll the close 
of the season, aud hence was short or work for such 
contest lo which he had to meet aged horses and old 
campaigners. Inferences unfavorable to Allie West have been sought 
to be drawn from this race. They would come with more force If the 
objectors would poiut to uuotber five-year-old stallion who at auy time 
or at any place, uuder like circumstances, or uuder auy circumstances, 
has ever trolled two heats lu 2:23 and 2:27 and lived through a seven 
heal race against aged horses in as fast time. Unless this can he done, 
the candid horsemen of America will decide that the objection is not 
well lakeu. To place the whole matter In a uutebe'l, the ob). < tl0Q 
amounts to this aud nothing more, viz.. that Allie West having done 
what no five-year-old trotting stalliou ever, uuder like circumstances, 
did before or since, is criticised for uot havlug done more! 

Soon after this race Allie West was, ou a remarkable private trial 
sold for $15,000 to that acute horseman. J. U. Wllgus, of this city, who 
had known him from his colt-hood. This grand young horse died last 
Summer, and we feel that it is but Just that the facts should be given. 

Results in 1575. —Eleven of Almont's get started lu 1675. Six of 
them won races, vix.: Piedmont, Trouble, Cousul, Alvermont, Alamo 
and Latoka. Two of tbetu won second money—Allie West and Alethea 
—and only three started that did not win mouey, vis.: Easter Maid, 
Almont. Jr., and Young Almont. 

Allie West made a five-year-old record of 2:25, the fastest heal ever 
trotted to that date by any trotter of any age iu Kentucky. Piedmont 
made a record of 2:30* as a four yeor old to a third heat, being the 
fa»test record ever made by a four year-old to date In a third heat, aud 
only three-quarters of a second behind the fastest time ever made In 
flrat or any heat by a four year-old to that date. 

Alvermont and Alamo, both four year-olds, won free for all races— 
Alamo In a field of 14 starters at St. Louts. Mo., most of them aged and 
some with low records. 

1876. March 4-Almont. Jr, (Bidwell s) woo the $650 purse at New 
Orleans, La.. In three straight beats, besting Monarch Rule. Nellie May 
and Gen. Hood. Tlme-2-37*, 2:41*, 2:89*. 


June 16—At Grand Rapids. Micb.. Easter Maid won the $800 purse In 
a field of Meven, losing the first heat aud winning the next three and 
race. Best time 2:50. made in third heat. Trotted lu deep mud. 

At Plqua, O., Raster Maid won the free-for-all parse of $500, in 
straight beats. Five starters. Best time, 2:38. 

At Middle Fork, Ind.. she won the free-for-all purse in straight heats. 

At Frankfort. Ind., she started for a $300 purse, in a field of five, and 
won the race. 

Kept. 23—At Danville, Ill., Easter Maid started for a $450 purse, in a 
field of seven, lost the first heat in 2:46 aud won the next three heau 
and race In 2:44*. 2:45*, 2:32*. Trotted In deep mud, and beat horses 
with records of 2:30 und under. 

At Delphi. Iud., she again smarted in a free-for-all race, purse $300, in 
a field of eight, aud wou in straight heau. 

At Jackson, Micb.. June 21«t, iu a field of ten. she took second money 
in a $500 purse, 2:44 class, making a record of 2:364. and finished sec¬ 
oud iu the fifth aud lust heat, aud was only beaten about half a length. 

She also woo second mouey at Osgood, Iud., and at Lafayette, Ind.. 
look third money. 

She started in ten races, won six, took second money in two and third 
money in one. 

June 13—At Lexington. Ky., Aldine started in stake for three-year- 
olds, in a field of five, aud wou first and second beats in 2:44*, 2:44, 
and Honor wou the next three and race, Aldine wiuuing second money. 

August 24—At Cvnthiana. Ky., Aldine started iu the three-year-old 
stake-, in a field or five, aud wou first heat in 2:37*. and a heavy rain 
coming up Romauce took the next three heats in 2:57*, 3:00. 2:53*4. 
Aldine winning second money. 

Sept. 27—At the Breeders' National Centennial Meeting at Suffolk 
Park. Philadelphia, Pa.. Aldine won the Revolution race for three-year- 
olds. in straight heals. Time—2:40. 2:40*4, This race was inagurated 
as a test of the relative merits of the trotting sires of America, and 
there were 38 entries, representing 25 of the leading trotting sires iu 
the United States. Seven only started, and Aldiue won at her ease, dis¬ 
tancing Honor, who had beaten her at Lexington in Juue. 

Two ruces trotted by the get of Almout that were beaten In 1876 are 
regarded as worthy of special notice: 

October 17th, at Lexiagtou, Ky.. Payne's Almont, Jr., four years old, 
after making a full season in the stud and serving about 45 mares, 
started iu a field of oiue. for a purse of $300 iu 3:30 class. The race 
was oue of five heats, and was wou by Eric, who at same meeting made 
a record of 2:28*. Eric took the first, fourth and fifth hrais. iu 2:34*. 
2:34*, 2:32*4, Almont. Jr., beiug second in each of these heats and con¬ 
testing them with Eric. Almont, jr., took the second beat iu 2:33*, 
Eric beiug third. Lady Prewitt took the third heat iu 2:30, Almout. jr., 
beating Eric in this heat aud winuiug second mouey iu tue race. This 
is certainly a remarkable performance fora four year-old stallion who 
made a full seasou in the stud, and consequently had uot had the same 
preparation as hts competitor, who was a gelding. It evidenced both 
speed aud staying qualities of a high order. 

Same day aud place, Fannie Witherspoon, by Almont, started for the 
$100 purse for two year olds, in a field of seven sturters. Keutucky 
Wilkes took the first beat in 2:45*4, Fanny second. Belle Patchen won 
secoud aud third heats aud the race in 2:41*, 2-42*. Fanny Wither¬ 
spoon contesting both heats, aud was barely beateu by half a head in 
the third heat. 

The official records have not beeu fully compiled aud published, 
hence we cannot give complete details of all the races trotted in 1876. 
The following summary or results Is as complete a- cau be given at this 
time, aud it is believed lo he correct. 

Results for 1*76.-The get o( Almont started in 24 or 25 races. 
They wou first mouey in eight of these races, second money in eight, 
and third money In two or more, winning money iu over two thirds of 
the races la which they started. Most or Almout'* colts that were of 
sufficient age. were lu use lu the stud und did uot start, and Piedmont 
and CousuC both entered iu Centennial Stakes at Philadelphia, met 
with accidents that prevented their starling, though Piedmont's owner 
made his entry good and look bitu in the five-year old stakes, aud was 
only prevented from starting on account of his going lame from an 
Injury. 

General Summary.— Almont has sired thirteen wiuners of contested 
public races, all at five years old and uuder. No trottiug stalliou at 
paine age from the days of imported Messenger to the preseut date has 
sired as many. Two of his get. Piedmont aud Aldiue. were taken East 
to trot in slake races, aud both won. 

Almont's get, none over five years old when they started, and most of 
them three aud four year olds, have wou three heats iu 2:29*4 or less, 
and Allie Weal, at live years old. made a record of 2:25. They have 
won five heals iu 2:31 or less; eight heals In 2.34*4 or less; ten heats iu 
2:87 or less; twenty-five or twenty-six heats in 2:40 or less, and about 
forty-five beats in 3:45 or less. Three of bis get, at four years old. have 
records of 2:31 aud under, uud oue of 2:29*4. the fastest ever made to 
date of performance; another a record of 2:30* in third heal, the fastest 
third heat ever trotted by auy four-year old to that date; the other a 
record of 2:31. made iu secoud heat after trottiug a race of five heats 
the day preceding. 

The above facts are submitted without any other comment than that 
tho«e wIm claim the Aluiouts luck either speed or staving quality pay 
a poor compliment to the many justly distinguished trottiug sires whose 
get have been beaten by them iu so many holly contested public races. 
—Kentucky Live Mock Record.

The 
society expect to apply for admittance to the National Association; this 
being doue we will staud as good a chance fora first class horse race as 
any city. Then honest people with honest horses will kuow that they 
can come here and be fairly dealt with. At the same time it will be a 
warning for rogues with old woru out riugers to keep away.

Jobu H. Duvall la regard to the Uheaapeake Bey ducking dog. Mr. 
Duvall 1* • veteran duck ehooler, end there It oo men who now Indulgra 
In thl# feeclnetlug sport in oar State who has bad anything like hie 
experience. Mr. lieudersoo. who was the judpe of tble claae of doge at 
the Baltimore bench show, aud who from Ills Fong experience is thor¬ 
oughly competent, was to have had Mr. Duvall as his associate judge, 
but the latter was called away From the city oo business and could not 
act. Whatever were the facts of the past aa to the Chesapeake Bay 
ducking dogs, datiug from thla time,; there will be no trouble about 
pedigree, as all the owueni of the different classes here are determined 
for ine future to breed them pure. That there are thoroughbred Chesa¬ 
peake Bay ducking dogs, la not to be questioned, and my belief Is that 
most of the dogs exhibited In Baltimore are of the pure breed or breeds, 
which will hereafter be the staudard.

Jfr. John Steicart— Dearie: Aa reqaested, 1 give you below my 
oplulon m to iK-dlgree. as Jill as some of my views of the Chesapeake 
Bay ducklug do/. My kuowledite of them bas been derived from more 
than forty years' experience aua observation. 

Tbeir pedigree, 1 believe, Is traceable to two—a dog and elut—got by 
Mr. Geo. Law. of Baltimore, many years ago from a vessel wrecked iu 
the Chesapeake; aud 1 believe It le considered historical, that be pre¬ 
sented tbe dug to a gentleman (whose name. If I ever knew it, 1 have 
forgotten) on Kent Islaud. Md., and about the same time he gave the 
elut to Dr. Stewart, of "Sparrow* Point, *' on the Patapsco. Prom this 
stock. I believe, what is kuown as tbe Chesapeake Bay duck dog at 
thU day bas beeu transmitted. Somewhere about forty years ago there 
were brought to Carroll's island, by W. Murray Lloyd. Oi Talbot county. 
Md.. then a member of the club, three of these dogs, which were then 
aod have ever since beeu known as the Kent Island stock. One of 
them 1 recollect, In appearance and else, almost tbe counterpart 
of your dog Turk, Tbev were then regarded by the duck shooters at 
Carroll's Island as tbe best strain or stock known lu Maryland, and 
have ever since been so esteemed—1 have certalnlv so rewarded them. 
The Sparrows' Point dogs, 1 also know, were held In high favor by 
many of our old duck shooters, and considered equal to any lu the 
country. 

While there la a general uniformity of head, face, eyes and ears, their 
appearance, so far as my experience goes, is no certain criterion by 
which they ought to be judged. 1 have seen good ones of nearly all 
shades of tbe colors, from dark liver to light sedge, and occasionally 
black, aud some with marks of white about the breast and feet, eome 
with short smooth coats, aud others with longer curly coals; nogs gen¬ 
erally having large legs aud feet, sluts almost invariably with small 
legs and feel, and differing considerably in slxe— sluts generally smaller 
tbsn dogs- this was the case with the three brought by Mr Lloyd 
to Carroll's Island, above referred to, all of them then known by him, 
to be geuulne of same straiu and slock. 

1 have uoi in my experience found auy falling off In the good quail 
ties of these dogs, preserving fully their sagacity aud wonderful en- 
durouce. having never knowu what 1 have esteemed a thoroughbred to 
fail or refuse to go through tbe coldest water and Ice, while they could 

r isslbly endure; like the game chicken I believe would go to the death. 

have Beeu dog-, having good general appearance, claimed to be first 
rale, as I have sometimes seen setters and pointers, retrieve well enough 
while weather aud water were favorable, but would back and refuse to 
go lu very cold water aud ice; there la, however, almost always notice 
able in such, some distinctive mark showing the want oD a thorough 
bred, as being bull headed, and sometimes ears too short or too loug. 
In purity, these are, 1 believe, the best dogs for the sportsmen of the 
Chesapeake and its tilbntartes extant. 

\e roui specimens 1 have from lime to time seen daring the last thirty 
or forty years. I am iucllned to the belief that their purity bas been 
better preserved, at Kent Islaud aud Its surroundings, than probably 
any where else in our Mate, but as they have become very much scat¬ 
tered over the country, 1 would not say that other sections of which I 
do not know, have uot equally well preserved the stock. Most re*pcct- 
fnlly yonrs, _ John H. Duvall.

THE CAME LAW. 

We publish this week the game law prepared by the Hod 
L. L. Palmer, and as agreed on by the Committees of the 
State Sportsmens Association, and the Audubon and Tol- 
lcston Clubs, with the suggestions of Messrs. Hauworth and 
HByden. The bill will be introduced into the State Legis¬ 
lature next week and we hope will be pushed through. 

Of course it is not to be expected that it 
will please everybody, as that is as impracticable as impos 
siblc; but we think the large majority will be satisfied with 
it. So far we consider it the most perfect instrument of 
the kind yet framed, as it covers every point; and while it is 
stringently operative on the law breaker, and has terrors 
for him only, it recognizes the justice of the land owner s 
claim as to who shall and who shall not shoot over his prop- 
erty which is but rifijht and proper. It is a recognized 
principle that a man’s home is his castle; then-equally as 
much is his land his domain. The right of property in the 
one can not be ignored in the other. The right 
of refusal to enter or abide tn the former, 
holds good in the latter. And we feel confident no sports¬ 
man who is actuated by a sense of justice and the conduct 

which should characterize a gentleman, will object 
to the clause which guarantees to the land owner redress 
for damages which may be done to his property. It is only 
the ruffian, who asaumes the garb of the sportsman, the pea¬ 
cock in the jack daw s feathers, who will protest against 
it. And if it will aid in suppressing this class of fellows, 
parasites on the body of sportsmen, who bring them 
into bad odor among an undiscriminating public, 
then let us be thankful, foi too long have 
those, in no manner in sympathy with them, been compelled 
to bear the odium of their evil deeds. The true sportsman 
is as regardful of the rights of others as he is that others 
should not ignore his; the pseudo sportsman, on the con¬ 
trary, recognizes no rights, but ignores everything which 
interf'erpa with the gratification of his immediate pleasure. 

The penalty, it will be seen, for violating the close season 
is sufficient to deter the amateur as well as the professional 
pot-hunter, the mercenary game dealer, and the coffer filling 
restaurateur, and curbs the appetite of the quasi gourmet 
who affects the epicure and tickles his palate with food, un 
clean, because out of season. 

The season for Spring snipe shooting is extended 
to May 1st; that for woodcock is changed 10 
commence September 1st; for quails November 
1st, and to remain open to February 1st. For prairie 
chickens there is no change. Five days only is allowed for 
disposal of game on hand after the commencement of the 
close season. 

No birds can be removed out of the State by a non-resi¬ 
dent and residents can send out only one dozen a day. The 
express companies and railroads are brought under control. 
Netting is prohibited under any circumstances. Game con¬ 
stables arc to be appointed by the Governor, and not to be 
elected us in other States on account of their political 
faith and it is to be hoped, freed by the law from the 
shackles of politics, they will be appointed for their partic¬ 
ular fitness for their positions. 

Dogs, guns, &c., belonging to the violators oktlic close 
season are to be seized on the spot, and are to he confiscated 
if the offender is found guilty. And though last not least 
that new genus, the auail trap shooter, is to be 
restrained from again shocking the sentiment of all good 
sportsmen within the borders of the State; his occupation 
will be gone and he will therefore have to seek other climes 
in which be can with impunity indulge his morbid appetite.

REVIEW OF THE REVISED ENGLISH RULES. 

Parturiunt monte* nascitur ridiculus mu* seems applic¬ 
able to the recent revision of the rules of racing by the Eng¬ 
lish Jockey Club when it is borne in mind that really sweep¬ 
ing changes and reforms were threatened and expected. 
Some few usefully worded addenda have been made to the 
rules which render (heir reading more easy to novices, and 
to a certain extent, quibbling and frivolous objections less 
likely than they have been, noteworthy amongst these is 
the addition to Rule 88, which will deter owners from rash 
protests though it at first sight seems to bear very hardly on 
an objector, the more so when, as has lately not been un- 
frcquently the case, matters in dispute have been left in 
abeyance even for weeks; the clause runs "When any 
race i* in dispute, both the hone that came in fleet and any 
hone claiming the race shall be liable to all the penalties 
attaching to the winner of that race 'till the 
matter it decided." It, however, is somewhat 
ambiguous as it does not state that the carrying 
of such penalties in races run, pending settlement of Ihe 
protest shall not disqualify the horse ruled not to have won; 
for he. though the spirit of the rule is clear enough, is not 
protected from being protested against for having in such 
subsequent races carried an excess weight of the number of 
pouuds penalty for the first race. A similar doubt might 
arise on the point of allowances, which it may, hereafter, be 
urged should, if he were previously entitled to any, have been 
claimed—in races run during the abeyance of the dispute— 
by the horse finally decided on as not the winner of the pro¬ 
tested race, and vice ver»a. 

In the short comment in our last issue the pith of perhaps 
the most important alteration was accidentally not alluded 
to viz: that, in addition to its being required that not less 
than 300 sovs. be given for each day’s racing, at least half 
that sum is to be given for races of a mile and upwards. 
This rule is a step in the right direction and will bring con¬ 
sternation to many of the leather flappers who have so long 
fanned the courses of 8treathaui, Kingsbury,'Appy Amp- 
ton, el hoc genu* omne with a class of crocks and cripples 
incapable of getting over a whole mile of ground. The 
clause also means the insertion of the thin end of the wedge 
with regard to the lessening of two-year old racing, as two- 
year olds are not allowed to run more than six furlongs be¬ 
fore the first of September. 

The rules are more rigid than they have heretofore 
been where frauds, or errors which open a door to fraudu¬ 
lent practices, are concerned; the word “shall,” in contra¬ 
distinction to “may,” being now used in regard to the pen¬ 
alties under jurisdiction of the stewards. Respecting the 
identification of horses a novelty is introduced by the rule 
that in a case of doubtful parentage, the name of the stal¬ 
lion last put to the mare is to be specially stated. In previ¬ 
ous years the names of the rivals have been considered 
sufficient; now the Nestors of the jockey club seem to think 

it clear that whilst 

"Well to he off with the old lore 
Before you are oo with ihe new." 

the latter is the one who should be honored with the lions 
share in a claim of dubious paternity, though we doubt 
whether a majority of police magistrates would de¬ 
cide in the same way. Now that the “Earl," for whom few 
gave Rigolhocho were fitting brides, has left tor Russia there 
will be fewer such doubts to be solved. ... 

The addition of the Irish forfeits to the black lists of the 
calendar will be a blow to the somewhat large number of 
recusant Patlanders who will probably stir up their Home 
Rule M. P.’s to protest in Parliament Hgainst this last 
instance of outraged nationality at the hands of the 
Sassenach. Rule 33. If a race ha* been run by all the hones 
at wrong weight*, or a wrong distance, or when the judge is 
not in the box, the steward* shall order it to be run after the 
advertised lime, of the last race of the same day , has been made 
□ecessarv by iht iocomptlCDCt of officials of minor local 
meetings, and is a useful additiou, as is that extending the 
penalties consequent on corrupt practices, to such 
as may have been committed in any country, offences com¬ 
mitted in Great Britain only having previously been looked 
after. Finally, the last paragraph in rule 45 is a great boon to 
owners of sterling good horses who have hitherto been crush¬ 
ed out of the best handicaps in favor of scrubs not fit to be 
seen in the saute field. Starting at a feather (o st 7 lbs) this 
will let the cream in at 10 stone, a weight which many of the 
best in England could well carry to victory in even the most 
important handica ps. 


Kill It. —Through the courtesy of the Hon. 8t. Clair 
Cleveland, of this city, we are enabled to place before our 
readers the following bill, which has been Introduced into 
the Illinois State Legislature, and to draw the attention of 
the sportsmen, and every other person interested In dogs, to 
the dangers which menace them by its passage. 

The bill was introduced by a Mr. Byers, read the first 
time on the 10th ultimo, and referred to the committee oo 
agriculture. It is without any exception the most iniqui¬ 
tous measure we ever remember to have seen introduced 
into a legislature, and shows the author to possess un intel¬ 
ligence very much inferior to the bruteB he would have 
persecuted and chased to dpatli. If Mr, Byers 
be the author of the bill 'we regard his con¬ 
stituents us having made the mistake in not sending 
him to a hospital for hydrophobics, which would seem to be 
a far more suitable place for him than the legislature. 

Section II. would virtually put an end to shooting over 
dogs, as no dog could hunt with a muzzle, and any dogfound 
without a muzzie on the Highways, in a oaggage car whilst 
in transit, or while hunting off his owner’s land, is "declared 
a public nuisance and liable to be killed at eight, ana it 
shall be lawful for anu person so finding any dog or dogs 
running at large to fallow and kill him or them." 

According to this, any spoilsman while hunting even with 
the permission of the land owner is liable to have his dog 
killed, as the dog beiog without a muzzle anil off his own¬ 
er's place any one is privileged to kill him. 

The bill, further than section III. which we have no ob¬ 
jection to, is of no benefit to farmers, as each one invariably 
keeps a dog and the dog can be killed at any time found 
off his premises. . , 

We hope the publicity we give to the matter will arouse 
an indignation that will make itself known at SpriDgfield, 
and kill the bill. We hardly think that there could be a 
sufficient number of legislators to vote for so iniquiiious a 
a bill, but it is well that their attention should be drawn 
to it. 

A Bill for an act in relation to does: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of 
Illinois represented in the General Assembly: That all per¬ 
sons in this State who own or keep any dog or dogs, shall 
keep the same securely muzzled when running at large. 

Sec II. Any dog or dogs found running at large aud off 
of his owner’s or keeper’s premises without being muzzled 
as provided in section one of this act, is hereby declared a 
public nuisance and liable to be killed al sight, and it Btmli 
be lawful for any person so finding any dog or dogs running 
at large to follow and kill him or them. 

8kc. III. Whoever suffers loss by the worrying, wounding 
or killing of a sheep, lambs, or other domestic animals by 
unv dog or dogs, may recover of the owner or owners or 
keepers of such dog or dogs the amount of his loss and costs 
of suit, including reasonable attorney’s fees to be allowed by 
the court, and taxed ns other costs, wnich may be collected 
before any court having competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. IV. The word dog as herein meant applies to all ani¬ 
mals of the canine species without regard to age or sex. 

Sec. V. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, except as herein¬ 
after rc-inacted, provided that this section shall not be so 


alter rc-macieu, uiuviucu ^ 

construed as to effect any rights existing or actions pending 
at the time this act shall take effect.

Am Act to revise tnd consolidate the Haver*I act* relating to the pro¬ 
tection of game, nud for the protection of deer, wild fowl and bird*, 
and to repeal certain laws. 

Section I . Re it enacted by the People of the State of 
JUinoit, repreeented in the General Aeetmhly, Thai it shall 
be unlawful for any person or persons to hunt or pursue, 
kill, destroy or attempt lo kill, trap, net, ensnare, or other¬ 
wise destroy any wild bue.k, doe or fawn, wild turkey, 
prairie ben or chicken, between the first day of Jan¬ 
uary and the fifteenth day of August in each and 
every year; or any ruffed grouse (commonly called partridge) 
or pheasant, or woodcock, between the first day of January 
and the first day of October in euch and every year, or any 
quail between the first day of February and the first day of 
November in each and every year, or any wild goose, duck, 
brant or other water fowl, between the fifteenth day of 
April and the first day of September in each and every year; 
or any plover, or Wilson snipe betweeu the first day of May 
and the fifteenth day of August in each and every year; or any 
hare or rabbit between the first day of March and the first day 
of September, And every person so offending shall, for each 
and every offenBe (the killing or destroying ol each bird, fowl 
or animal, shall be deemed a separate offence), be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be fined 
twenty-five dollurs for each and every of the animals, birds, 
or fowl above mentioned killed, and costs of suit, and shall 
stand committed lo the county jail until such fine is paid; 
provided, that such imprisonment shall not exceed twenty- 
five (25) days for each offense above named. And all game 
killed contrary to the provisions of this act and in the pos¬ 
session of the offender or his accomplices, as well as any 
and all dogs, guns, or implements used or in the possession 
of the offender or offenders shall be forfeited to the State, 
and shall be an extra penalty under this act in addition to 
said fine or imprisonment, and they shall be considered as 
in the possession of the offender until he shall return to 
his borne or abode,and the offense shall in this statute be con¬ 
sidered as continuous and as being in the very acts till 
such return. 

Sec. 2. It shalj be unlawful, except during the first five (5) 
days of the prohibited period, for any person or corporation 
to buy, sell, or have in possession, auy of the animals, wild 
fowls or birds mentioned in section one, at any lime when 
the killing or destroying of such animals, wild fowls, or 
birds shall be unlawful, and any person or corporation so 
offending shall, on conviction, be fined and dealt with as 
declared in section one (1) of this act. 

Sec. 8 . It shall he unlawful for any person or persons to 
destroy or remove from the nests of any prairie chickens, 
grouse or quails, wild turkeys or any game bird or birds, 
goose, brunt, duck, wild fowl, any egg or eggs of such fowl, 
or any birds or fowls mentioned in this act; or for any pet- 
son to buy. sell, or have in possession, traffic in such eggs, 
or willfully destroy the nest of such birds or fowls, or any 
or either of them. And any person so offending shall, on 
conviction, be fined the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) for 
each and every bird so killed, and for each and every nest 
robbed or destroyed. 

Sec. 4. No person or persons shall, at any time, with a 
trap or snare, or net, take or attempt to trap, snare, net or 
take any wild fowl, or birds or game birds. And every per¬ 
son so offending shall, on conviction, be fined one hundred 
dollars and costs of suit, and shall stand committed to the 
county jail until such fine is paid; provided, that such im¬ 
prisonment shall not exceed one hundred days. All nets, 
traps, or implements used by the offender or offenders shall 
be forfeited to the State of Illinois. 

Sec. 5. No person or persons shall sell or expose for sale, 
or have in bis or their possession, for the purpose of selling 
or exposing for sale, or for any purpose, any of the animals, 
wild fowls, or birds mentioned in section one of this act, 
after the expiration of four days next succeeding the first 
day of the period in which it shall be unlaw-ful to kill such 
animals, wild fowls, or birds. And any persons so offend- 
jng shall, on conviction, be fined and dealt with as specified 
in section one of this act. 

Sec. 8 . The provisions of this act shall not be construed 
as applicable to any express company or common carrier 
into whose possession outside of this State any of the ani¬ 
mals, wild fowls or birds herein mentioned shall come, in 
the regular course of their business, for transportation, 
whilst they are in transit through this State, from any place 
without this State, where the killing of such animals, wild 
fowl, or biids, shall be lawful. But notwithstanding this 
provision, the having or being in possession of any such 
animals, wild fowls, or birds as are mentioned in section 
one, upon any of the days upon which the killing, buying, 
selling, or having in possession any such animals, wild fowl 
or birds, shall be unlawful by the provisions of this act, 
shall be deemed and taken as prima facie evidence that the 
same was kdled in violation of this act. 

Sec. 7. No person shall at any lime use any punt or 
swivel gun for the purpose of shooting birds, fowl or game, 
or to shoot any birds, fowl or game, nor use any floating 
bat tery, nor shoot out of any floating battery for the purpose 
of killing birds or game. 

Sec. 8 . It shall ne unlawful for any person or persons to 
hunt with gun or dog within the enclosed grounds or lands 
of another, whether persons or corporations, without first 
obtaining from the owner, agent or occupaut of such en¬ 
closed grounds or lands his, her or their permission so lo do. 
Provided each owner shall have placed twelve printed signs 
or notices in twelve different conspicuous places on his land. 
Each notice board shall be at least one (1) foot square,and the 
letters shall each be at least an inch long and plainly made. 

8bo. 9. Any person or persons violating Sec. 8 of this 
ac* shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished 
accordingly, and may be prosecuted by any person in the 
name of the people before uny Justice of the peace, or by 
indictment or information in any court having jurisdiction of 
crimes in the county where said misdemeanor was commit¬ 
ted; and in all such prosecutions the owner or owners, or 
persons in possession of said enclosures, shall not be re¬ 
quired to prove title to the inclosures in controversy. 

Sec. 10. Any person convicted of violating See. 8. of this 
act shall be fined in a sum not less than ten dollars and not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, exclusive of any dam¬ 
ages by trespass. All fines collected by virtue of 
Sec. 8 shall be paid one half to the inissessor of the 
land or the person causing the suit to be brought iu>d one 
half shall be paid to the common school fund of the town¬ 
ship in which the offense is committed. 

Sec. IX. It shall be the duty of the Governor of 
the State of Illinois asjsoon as may be after this act takes 


to be designated the game constable, who shall hold office 
for the term of one year, and shall take the oatb of office 
the same and be vested with and have power in serving pro¬ 
cess under this act that town constables now possess in 
serving civil process and in making arrests, and shall fur¬ 
ther have full power to arrest wilnout warrant any person 
or persons found or caught violating any of the provisions 
of this act, and this clause shall be literally construed in 
favor of the powers of the constable to uiake any arrest. In 
case of arrest the constable shall seize all dogs and imple¬ 
ments of the offender or offenders, and they each and all 
shall be forfeited to the Stale, and the violations herein 
shall be considered as continuing until the offender return 
to bis home or abode as hereinbefore mentioned, but this 
clause shall not refer to the limit of six months within 
which to bring suit as hereinafter provided; 
and said game constable can appoint one 
or more deputies with like powers as himself 
to serve process, make arrests, and commenqe suits, but 
the said constable shall be liable for their acts. Warrants 
of arrest may be issued by any court of the Stale in such 
actions, and no undertakings nor bond shall be reouired on 
behalf of the plaintiff, and any judgment obtained may be 
enforced by execution against the property or the person of 
the defendant. 

It shall be the duty of the game constable, after reliable 
information to prosecute all violations of this act, and he 
shall receive compensation for his services as is allowed by 
law for like services to constables of towns in counties of 
the first (1st) and second (2d) class, and also one-half of all 
penalties recovered by him tor violation of this act. 

In case of refusal or neglect of uny game constable to 
prosecute any such violation he shall forfeit the penalty of 
five hundred dollars ($500), to be sued for and recovered as 
specified in this act, or by any person. Whenever any game 
constable shall fail to recover the penalty in any prosecution 
commenced by him pursuant to this section, the costs of suit 
incurred by hint shall be charged against the county, and it 
shall be the duly of the board of commissioners or board of 
supervisors or those having authority of the affairs of the 
county to audit and allow the same as other county charges 
are audited and allowed. 

This section shall not prohibit or interfere with any per¬ 
son bringing suit fur a violation of this act or recovering 
any penally thereunder, except that the county shall not be 
liable for costs in any suit brought by other than the game 
constable. The game constable shall give bonds in the sum 
of two thousand dollars ($2,000), as like the bonds of con¬ 
stables as may be, and given to the county clerk of the 
proper county, and payable to the people of the State of 
Illinois. 

Sec. 12. Any judge of any court of record having juris¬ 
diction of crimes, or any justice of the peace, police or 
other magistrate, upon receiving sufficient security on the 
part of the complainant except the game constable be com 
plninant, when no security shall be required, and upon 
proof by Affidavit that any of the provisions of this act have 
been violated by any person temporarily within the juris¬ 
diction of the justice or court, or residing therein perma¬ 
nently, or by any- person whose name and residence are un¬ 
known, whether temporarily within or residing permanently 
within the jurisdiction of the court or justice, is hereby 
authorized lo issue warrant or warrants for the arrest of 
such offender or offenders by name or names, or by the 
name of person or persons unknown, and to cause him or 
them to be committed or held to bail to answer the charge 
against him or them, and any such judge, justice or magis¬ 
trate upon receiving proof of probable cause for believing 
in the concealment of any game mentioned in this act dur¬ 
ing any of the periods prohibited, or killed or caught con¬ 
trary lo its provisions shall issue his search warrant, and 
cause search to be made in any house, market, boat, car or 
other building, and for that end may cause any bouse, 
apartment, chest, car, box, locker, crate, bas¬ 
ket, trunk, bag or valise to be broken open and its 
contents examined. The right of trial by jury shall not 
be impaired by this act, nor prevent nor interfere 
with the grand jury of the county from finding an indict¬ 
ment against any one violating any of the provisions of this 
act. These provisions shall not be considered as impairing 
the right of the game constable to mnke arrests as hereinbe¬ 
fore provided, but he may procure a warrant if he so elects. 

Sec. 13. All penalties imposed by this act may be recov¬ 
ered with cost of suit by any person, except in cases brought 
by the game constable, in which cases the game constable 
shall collect such penalty, and shall have the same privi¬ 
leges as other persons to collect in other suits, in the places 
hereinafter named, before a justice of the peace, where the 
amount to be recovered does not exceed the jurisdiction of 
such justice in the county where the defendant resides, or 
where the suit was tried, or in the circuit court of the 
county where the act was committed, or the defendant re 
sides, or the suit was tried. Every day of imprisonment 
shall be a payment of one dollar ($1) on uny fine imposed 
under this act. 

Sec. 14. All prosecutions under the provisions of this 
uct shall be bn night by any person, except as otherwise 
herein provided, in the name of the People of the Stale of 
Illinois, airainst. any person or persons violating any of the 
provisions of this act, before any justice of the peace of the 
county in which such violation is alleged to huve taken 
place, or before any court of competent jurisdiction; or as 
otherwise herein provided, and it is hereby made the duty 
of the Stale's Attorneys to sec that the provisions of this act 
are enforced in their respective counties, under apenalty of 
$500 for every refusal so to do when an affadavit of the facts 
of any violation of any of the provisions of this act shall be 
presented to the State's Attorney; provided, no person or 
constable herein named has not already begun proceedings 
to enforce this act, and they Bhall prosecute all offenders on 
receiving information of the violation of any of the provi¬ 
sions of this act, either by presenting the alleged violation 
to the notice of the grand Jury or by other proper legal pro¬ 
ceedings under a like penalty os above, and it if 
made the dutv of sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, cons 
tables and police officers to inform the State's 
Attorney, as well as the game constable of the 
respective county or district of all persons whom there 
is probable cause to believe arc guilty of violating any of 
the provisions of this act, and a failure to perform the 
duties herein specified shall render the offender liable to a 
fine of $50 to he collected by any person who shall have 
one half, and one-half shall go to the school treasurer of the 
township in which this act shall have been violated, to be 
added to the school fund of such township. Any person 
falsely making the affadavit required under this act shall be 
guilty of perjury and punished accordingly. 

Sec. 15, Upon any conviction under this act, the person 
convicted may be sent to the work-house of the county 


where the offense was committed, or if there is no county 
work-house, to the work-house of any city in ihe county, 
but at the county's expense. It shall be in the |>ower of the 
court to send the convicted person to the proper jail or to 
said work house. 

Sec. 16. Whenever uny person shall be fined under any 
of the provisions of this act, and no imprisonment is im¬ 
posed as a penalty, and if the defendant will not thereupon 
pay the judgment, he may be sent to the jail or work-house as 
hereinbefore provided, and imprisoned until the judgment 
or fine be paid, and each day’s imprisonment shall be cquiv- 
clent to paying one dollar of the judgmcul. 

Sec. 17. If any person or persons, kill, ensnare, trap, 
net, or in any way encompass at uny time the death of 
any of the animals, fowls or birds in this act named, 
for the purpose of removing the same out of this State, 
he or they shall upon conviction be fined twenty-five 
dollars for each bird, fowl or animal so destroyed, except us 
provided in section 19. 

Sec. 18. If any person or persons, firms, corpora¬ 
tion or corporations ship, sell or carry or remove 
from the Stale of Illinois, at any time, auy of Ihe birds 
fowls or animals mentioned in this act, he, they or it, shall 
be fined upon conviction twenty-five dollars for each bird, 
fowl or animal herein named, so shipped, sold and carried, 
or removed as aforesaid. 

It is the purpose u! tur'iuns 18 and 19 to prohibit any 
birds, fowls, or animals named iu this act, except us herein 
provided, being killed in this State for the purpose of being 
sent away, or having any of said birds, fowls or animals, 
sent without this Slate, except as herein provided; but it 
shull be lawful for any person within this Stale lo ship 
to any person without this State, any birds or fowl des¬ 
cribee! in this act, not to exceed one dozen in any one 
day. provided he shall first make an affidavit before some 
person authorized to administer oaths that said game birds 
or fowl are not being shipped for sale or profit; giving the 
name of any person lo whom shipped and his post office 
address; the number of birds shipped, and a true copy of 
such affidavit to be signed by the person taking the affidavit 
on which shall be indorsed the words "A true copy of the 
original,” which copy shall be given to the common carrier 
or railroad agent, which copy shail be prima facie evidence 
to the agent or carrier of its genuineness, and shall release 
such carrier or agent, from any liability iu said shipment or 
carrying of said game, and the original affidavit shall be re¬ 
tained by the person taking tha same, and shall be used as 
evidence in any trial to which said affidavit belongs; and the 
maker of the affidavit, the affiant, shall be liable to the same 
penalties, for any false statements therein, as is provided 
for the punishment of the crime of perjury. 

Sec 19. No corporation, railroad, common or private carrier 
or express company or person or any employee of any cor¬ 
poration or corporations, person or persona, shall receive 
within the State of Illinois, except as specified in 8 19 of this 
act, any bird, fowl or animal, or carry out of the State of 
Illinois any birds, fowls or animals named in this act. This 
section shall not ay ply to any birds, fowl or auimal shipped 
or received without this Stale, and in the possession of the 
carrier, to be transported through the State of Illinois, but 
tbe same presumptions shall prevail as in section 6 of 
this act and us to each portions of the year. 

Sec. 20. Any person or persons having any of the birds, 
fowls or animals in his or their possession as the case may 
be during the period or at any lime in the period when it is 
unlawful by this act to kill or have such birds, fowls or an¬ 
imals in possession, shall be considered and held as having 
killed said birds, fowls or animals, and no further proof 
need be adduced, to prove such killing, and if any hotel ot 
restaurant shall have any menu bill of fare or list of food, 
on which is printed or written the name of any of the birds 
fowls or animals named in this act when it is unlawful to 
have them in possession or to kill the saute, the menu or 
bill of fare or list of food or whatever the means by which 
the information is conveyed, that such birds, fowls or ani¬ 
mals are served as food, shall be a sufficient evidence of the 
violation of this act. 

Sec. 21. Whoever shall kill or shoot any birds or fowls 
named in this act, except pigeons that have been caught 
or restrained for that purpose, or shall kill any birds or fowl 
named in this act from a trap, or concealment, or be guilty 
of what is commonly known as trap shooting, except at 
pigeons, shall be imprisoned in the county jail for sixty days 
and fined one hundred dollars for each and every bird or 
fowl so killed or shot at. 

Sec. 22. The word person in this act shall be held to 
mean, if it be necessary the words persons, firm or firms, cor¬ 
poration or corporations. 

Sec. 23. All prosecutions under this act shall be com¬ 
menced within six months from the time such off ense was 
committed, and not afterwards. 

Sec. 24. The following acts are hereby repealed, to-wit: 
“An act lo prohibit the killing of certain wild game in cer¬ 
tain counties therein named, at certain seasons of the year, 
approved February 12, 1853; an act entitled “An act to pre¬

Deer Shooting In Michigan. 

Das Moikw, Iowa, Jad. SO, ten. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Week after week I am eager to 
sec the Chicago Field make its ingress into my office, and 
read the various articles of interest, among which are the 
“Brompton Papers." 

Some lime ago 1 received a letter from an old frtend resid¬ 
ing in the Hoosier Slate, and as he has written so concisely 
and well, I have obtained permission of him to offer what 
he savs to the Chicago Field for publication. As he is a 
little delicate about the names going to the public, some of 
them may be nom de guerre, but the facts are correctly 
stated and the parties are all very reliuble and responsible 
gentlemen 

He says: "We made our hunt up in Michigan; were up 
there two weeks, and killed eleven deur and one bear. 
Wash killed eight of the dee., Frank and l killed the others, 
and I killed the bear after it had been wounded by Mr. W., 
of another parly. I had my fox hound along, and put him 
after it. After a run of about two miles he caught it. Mr.

ir Si and Esquire Jack went after we came home; staid six 
weeks and killed eleven deer. Mr. L. and a party of four 
more went before we did; staid five weeks and killed 27 
deer and one wolf. So you see our party of three did the 
best. Si had a guod Indian hunter with him. I could fill 
in with a good many anecdotes, if l had room, mostly on 
Wash. One time he was standing on a log about three feet 
high and shot, at a deer runniug through the brush. His 
gun kicked him off the log; the center of gravity went to the 
ground, but his feet did not recoil, and staid on the log. 
Then, see him in this position, stretching his neck out of 
place trying to see the deer disappear through the bushes. 
Another time we were going dowu the bank of Biir Cedar 

river to hunt up a wounded doe, shot by i rank. Wash was 
leading the van, when his feel slipped up aud he went feet 
foremost iulo the water where it was about fifteeni feet deep. 
Imagine bin looks crawling out- T be whole number of deer 
killed by the four parties was fifty-one. 

I did not have a good gun for ihe woods l had a spen¬ 
cer rifle, and could not do much good shooting on the run. 
Wash haJ a double gun—rilie and shot gun—and had good 
success with it. The next hunt I will have a good gun, as 
I have ordered a breech-loader. I will have a rifle inserted 
in one of ilie barrels, and then I cau lake it out for quail 
shooting. VVe have had some good sport running foxes. 
We holed two yesterday, dug them oul to-day, and wifi turn 
one of them loose to-morrow, and have another chase.

Draco on Game Laws .—Editor Chicago Field:—l read 
with great inicrcst in No. 21 of your vuluattle paper an arti¬ 
cle on “Game Laws" by “Lex.” which, while in the main 

correct, presents such startling views as to the position oc- 
ccupied by a person who kills game upon the land of anoth¬ 
er and carries it away , that 1 wish to see the matter more 
fully discussed, and for that purpose will here ask Lex 
for his authorities. I do not believe the owner of land has 
any such ownership in game in its natural state, us will con¬ 
stitute the killing and taking of such game from his premi¬ 
ses an act of lurceny On the contrary 1 will venture the 
assertion that if A kills a deer upon B’s land, lakes it home, 
dres-es it and packs it in his larder, that B will be guiliy of 
larceny if he should go to the premises of A. and Hike away 
the carcass of the slain deer. The venison would be as fully 
tbe properly of A*as a side of bacon from one of A's own hogs. 

In our Iowa reports, 1 Greene, 109 State cs. Warren, 
the defendant was charged with stealing a raccoon. The 
court held “The principle is well settled, that, taking from 
another's possession au animal fttx natural , or of a base 
nature, in contemplation of law, will not render a person 
liable for larceny, though lbe right of the owner would 
be protected by a civil action. As this principle 
apples, by common law, to monkeys, bears, foxes etc., it 
will evidently apply to ’coons." 

1 give the exact language of the court, and my brother 
sportsmen, of Iowa at least, will at odcc perceive that, 
while a pursuit of game, for all game is fern natur.c in the 
eyes of the law, may render them liable to prosecution ns 
trespassers, yet they need have no fear of reaching a felon s 
ceil, even if they kill and carry away gome from a neighbors 
door yard. 

I hot>e we may have a thorough discussion of the subject 
of game laws, this winter, in the columns of your paper, 
and that much good may result therefrom. I believe we 
all need educating upon this poiotof preserving game. We 
are loo apt to reason upon it and then desire to make the 
law applicable to every one else but ourselves; somewhat 
like Arlemus Ward wanted to sacrifice all his wife’s poor 
relations during the war. I know several of my friends who 
continue to shoot quails afler the lime has expired, ana 
justify themselves by saying, that they don’t go often, aud 
don’t kill many, and the few they do kill will make no dif¬ 
ference. We not only need good stringent laws for protec- 
1 lion of both game and fish, but we want public opinion to 
1 demand their enforcement. When we reach that point game 
* will be protected and not till then. Draco,

The ground la black marl, alluvial 
in ita nature, and to all probability atone time it war an open body of 
water, on which wee accumulated vegetable matter which baa been In* 
creaaed from time to time, nnill now It ban a crust sufficiently thick to 
bear tbe weight of a horse. While nooning, the field hands catch great 
strings of delicate fish by merely punching a bole through the earth. 
The whole section of country surrounding this field gives evidence of 
marshiness, and the least shower of min produces an abundance of 
mud. But tbe question comes up, has not this body an outlet? 
Although blackish, the water taste* as if fresh, and we have no doubt 
but that It is anything else but stagnant. Yet theae fish are eyeless— 
Imllar lo those fo und in caves. _

Fish Culture in Michigan. 

In bis report Mr. George 11. Jerome. Superintendent of the Michigan 
State Fish Commission, requests the Inhabitants of the State to wait 
a little uutll tbe fruit of tbe labors of tbe Commission shall ripen. He 
also requests to be informed a* soon as any of the newly propagated 
fish are caught. 

Thu expeusea of the commission from July 1, 1875. to Dec. 1. 1876. 
were $0.26-1, and tbe property Is worth $3.Ml. No reliable returns 
have been received from tbe shad family, nor is it hardly time to ex¬ 
pect news from them, as they are ever slow lo reporting themselves, as 
in New York aud other Slates, little or no trace of them is discovered 
till the third or fourth year after their depoaiL. Of the salmon depos¬ 
ited. two have been caught near Berrieo Spriogs. weighing about two 

S iuuds each; aud another, thirteen inches ft! length, was caught in 
anuiee Bay, Like Erie, aud had the murks of the Atlantic saimoo. 
Schools of wbiteflsb have been aeen two or three inches in length, and 
have been found in the jaw of that insatiable bywoa, the pickerel. 
Whilefiah aud aalmon-traut are. beyond all comparison, tbe most valu¬ 
able of ail the fi-h iu the great chain of lakes. The fry of the salmon 
and wbiteflsb have been distributed by thousands In all the principal 
waters of tbe State. The total deposit* in the iutaud lakes aud rivers 
are 8,682.000; Lake Brie. 450.000; Lake Michigan. 1.000.000; St. Clair 
River, 5UO.OOO; DetroltRIver. Jt.878.00U; making a grand total of 9.310.000. 

“The full fish pond, the neighboring lake, shimmering with Its finny 
tribes; the siuuous meadow stream, aud the hillside gurgling brook, 
were peopled with the 'speckled beauties,' ’* says Mr. Jerouie, “on a 
polite uote of Invitation to the cock pit. the dog pit, and the prize 
fight, to 'step down and out.' And though ll be admitted that these 
are but tbe corrollaries that attend tbe cultivation of the water farm, 
yet. In their intrinsic importance, they press bard ou the main objects 
and purpose for which this new industry of the people hoe been In¬ 
augurated." 

Of the valne of oar native fish and game he remarks: “Has any oua 
duly considered, or sought to obtaio eveu su approximate estimate of 
the dollara aud cents value—saying nothing of the luxury afforded - 
which the native fishes and wild game netted tbe pioneers of the State? 
But for the uid derived from theae source-, through all tbe early set¬ 
tlement of the State, we believe many an acre, uow subjected to the 
shining plough mould, and yielding its annual product of golden grain, 
would to day he resounding with the well-applied blows of the forest 
axeman, aud the now good round census of tbe Slate, very likely, 
would show a shrinkage of ten, tweuty. possibly thirty per cent. Now. 
if valuable to the *arly settlers iu such pre-eminent degree, why not of 
value to us aud to unr successors In perpetuity? 

Verily, any food crop, whether of the laud or water, that is self-pro¬ 
ducing, self sustaining, challenges not alone the solicitude of tbe wise 
legislator, but should draw to It the undivided affection and care of 
all the people, since such food crops come in competition with no 
trade, or traffic, or Industry, but sre simply Nature's largess to all her 
children To their full enjoyment no prescriptive claims bar. no “high 
privilege" intervenes, nor is there any tuoiiopuly; all alike are sharers 
and all alike may thank tbe bounteous Giver. Thus it Is seen these 
source* of food are a net gain of many thousands, if not millions, to 
the revenues of tbe people. Our native fishes-the trout, the grayling, 
the bass, the whtleflsh-onr wild poultry,—the deer and other wild 
game of our forest, wbat have these cost us? And bow immensely have 
they contributed to the aggregate wealth of the people, aud to the gen 
eral attractiveness of the Stale? Indeed, many thousands of dollars, 
and that, too. in tbe face of the great waste aud slaughter of the pa-t, 
are even now annually drawn to the State by non residents wh •, iu 
their castings about for a good vacation, aud for good sporting amuse- 
incut aod recreation, still honor Michigan us the fur. tin and feather 
Arcadia for the exercise of the rod aud the gun. Is it not, then, the 
province of a wise, forecasting people, to see to it that these benefits 
and these attractions are not diminished, but rather, if possible, in¬ 
creased. aud llieis permanent safety, instead of being jeoparded, hedged 
about, if need be, by inexorable penal law; for their loss, if butgiariial 
even, like the lo-s of our forestry, would be irreparable, betokening 
quite unmistakably tbe dawulngof an era of pusillanimity and decay. 

In answer lo the inquiry why the great fiuuy crop* are not forth 
coinii g. he with great force remarks: 

“Why? Obvious as «be sun, is the answer. Years of severe aod 
anxious labor, barnyard* upon barnyard- of manure, millions upon 
millions, and wisely, loo. have been devoted to your lands, whilst not 
yet ha* the great sovereign State of Michigan been taxed two cent* par 
capita for all tbe farming of ail her waters! no. not yet two cents per 
inhabitant. And when 1 say two cents, don't understand ine as mean¬ 
ing two cents per year, but I mean, without evasion or qualification, 
that tbe tax in below two cents par capita , covering all the Commis¬ 
sion's expeusea aud exu udiltire* during tbe entire period of its op¬ 
erations. Aud a cash valuation Inventory of the Commission's *toc* 
on hand, of buildings, ponds, furniture fixtures, etc., etc., would re¬ 
duce the aforesaid crushing tax “a right smart hit." Why. ns a simple 
educational measure, sayiug nothing of the sure food harvests to come, 
ihe fish-cultural movement has beeu worth to tbe people of tile Spite 
ten fold its co.t. Wbeu Michigan first eng <ged in i his enterprise May 12, 
1878. the ignorance of the general subject was perfectly uppalling: it was 
“darkness visible." it seemed as If natural history aud natural science 
bore no relation to tbe water, they at -oped at tile water's edge, and 
never sent tbelr explorers or ventured tnelr researches iuto that great 
domain, wbose.area is three-fourth* of all the earth s superficies. Now 
uuder barely a three years' tuition, meu aud women, boys and gills, 
loo. are found all over the State who kuow iust about a* much of the 
fish art. and of fish -deuce. a* the Commissioners or the Superintend¬ 
ent, and now aud then one is found who has got in ahead of them! 
Such is the beautiful blossom of our work. Walt, a little, please, for 
the ripening and the ripened fruit. 

Here and there, too. we have encountered a wry physiognomy, and 
wituesed a hitch and a shrug of tbe muscles at the base of the neck 
because ever»tblug has not been ati absolute—an hundred per cent — 
success. Weil, does the land fanner each season get his fort., bushels 
of wheat, or his hundred bushels ol coru. or his three tons of hay per 
acre? Does be uol sometimes capsize his load of wheat cn mute to nls 
garner? Doe-not the unruly klue sometimes trample bis meadows? 
Aud does not sometime the killing frost vi*li his unrioened corn field? 
As with our dry brother, so even it Is with the wet. Varying fortune 
atteuds all the fish husbuiidiunu's foofst* ps. He lives, also. In an at¬ 
mosphere of vicissitudes. Natural physical laws are about, bim iu 
hie business, shaping or balking each earnestly sought for re»ult. The 
csaT axle that bears his rich living freightage to the lake or river, will 
euiuetimes break. Ice will sometimes form over the surface of bis field 
—three, five, yes, seven feel th'ck—precluding the possi¬ 
bility of safe fish deposits. Snow storms and drifts will 
come and keep him Iu the thick woods, when he would find it more 
comfortable a-well as profitable to be emptying the contends of hi- 
cans into tbe lake or river. While “outward bound" his fhcnoomr* 
ter, in the short space of seven hours, ha- fallen from 60 deg. to 32 
deg., without be means or opportunity to bnild fl ee for the comfort 
aud salety of bis sensitive ana lender charge. 

Now, what Is our lake and river fanner to do about It. when acci¬ 
dent and liiscperuble force so confront him? What can hu do, more 
than did the lumest Dutchman, who, when be broke his leg, thanked 
the good Lord that it was not hla neck! Few mortals, if any. can 
create circumstance*, and the fish cnlturlat's work, like a>l other hu¬ 
man work, mast take Its chances. Be It known, however, no man of 
any sphere or calling is to he considered quite dead so long as be has 
vi atity enough left to bound again to his feet. And 'his much of vital 
force we have not found lacklug in any of the Michigan fish corps of 
workers. 

Now. with flsh-cnltnriate, the world over, one grand success is ac¬ 
counted a valid offset for a dozen partial failures. In this view we 
ask our querulous and uncomfortable complainant to carefully read 
the two Michigan report* and see for himself on which side of the 
ledger Is tbe great balance sheet. We know It ia recorded of fisher¬ 
men that they wrought miracles; but alas! tbe fl*hcultnri*te of Mich¬ 
igan. however much desiring It, have failed to trace their lineage with 
the seamen of Galltlee, and therefore lay do claim, nor ihougnt, nor 
purpose, to work Id any bnt the ordinary fields of bnntan labor. But 
of the fl-b art or science we commit no breach of modesty wbfin we 
assume for It a rank aud an importance second to none. Look at It. 
It is scarcely a decade since the whole field of artificial fish colture In 
this country was a wilderness aod a waste. Now see where and w hat 
It la. We challenge the civilization of all the centuries to show 
where any at, or sclroce. or Industry within the same limit 
of time, has such valiant strides, and attained a more pronounced sue 
ce«e than has tbe art, tbe science, the industry of artificial fish propa¬ 
gation. Nor yet Is the field fully explored. New questions, both of the¬ 
ory and practice, are continually pushing themssives to the front, and. 
as they rise to view, the great naturalist*, and the alert, muscular sci¬ 
entists of both hemispheres, grapple with these, tbe unsolved prob¬ 
lems that •till cast their penumbra over tbe great science, in the as 
snred confidence that ere long "an open sea" shall salute them the fit¬ 
ting triumph and reward of their search and sacrifices." 

Of the fl»h at the State hatchery ponds he remarks. “Of the varieties 
of fish under our Immediate charge at that f'okagon State llatchery. all 
have dons fairly well. There have been hut few deaths with any of 
the several species kept there With all, their tenacity of Ilfs leeuis 
wondoifol. They have been fed reasons*'y well, but not racnlsriy. 
fish meal not being always readily obtainable. In general health aud 
growth the grayling stands, perhaps, number one. The speckled trout 


are barely second Iu the list. A healthier, handsomer collection of 
bro k trout, have. I thlok. never been seen In any pond. Tbe Califor¬ 
nia salmon. while apnareuily less healthy han their couMus. the At¬ 
lantic salmon, have shown a larger percentage of growth M *ny of the 
California aalmon are from twelve to fif’eeit inches long. One. Iu the 
early part of Iasi October, about the average size, being found dead In 
the pood, was opened, and la the ovaries were found over 9K> ej^ts of 
nearly foil sixe. I requested tbe overseer to be ou the alert and. if 
possible, secure some spawu from the living salmon. But the work to 
secure our stock of while fish aud lake trout spawn wa* so protracted 
aud tediou* as to preclude the possibility of dolug much else. The 
laud-locked salmon of the hatch of 1876 are not developing as we were 
led to believe they would, their growth being unexpectedly gradual. 
They however have beeu placed at s disadvantage, being confined In a 
somewhat limited preserve, and with a limited supply of fresh water, 
while their salt water congeuer*. the Sattno Qulnnat. of the hatch of 
tbe same season, have occupied tbe large »priug pouda. with an abun¬ 
dance of water, aud consequently have waxed much more fat and siz¬ 
able than have Ihe members of the Hch o«llc family. 

Ill one tbiug ourselves, as well as visitor* to the Hatchery, have been 
disappointed. The maximum of growth with all ths varieties of sal 
mon has fallen below our hopes and expectations. Non* have made 
any very respectable approach to the size they are reputed to attain at 
their several ages, wbeu left to ihelr native haunts aud waters. But it 
ia quite possible we have tbe key that gives the true solution of this 
unexpected result. 

Tbe water, when spread over so many nod so large ponds as we have 
at the hatchery, must, of course, be poorly oxygenated, as uo water la 
supplied to any of tbe ponds except what comes from the springs, and 
hence tbe temperature of Ihe water duriug a considerable portion of 
the year ranges from 60 to 70 degrees or upwards, a condition of water 
hardly compatible with a rapid aud vigorous growth of the members of 
the Salmonidce class. 

But probably the more'-nlleut cause of their lack of growth is found 
In their being compelled to •• ctipy such “cabined, cribbed and con¬ 
fined" quarters, their lack ami ueed.of range. The salmon, it must be 
remembered, is an anadroinous fish. * Hi- chosen borne Is in the ocean's 
surf and depths, and In the sources of the rivers, often hnudreds of 
leagues away. Indeed, bis trials of speed with Ihe barge, the ship, or 
the' steamboat, is hardly an unequal race. And the sport that gives 
him the greatest joy and health is to leap the dams, the cascades, 
and tbe waterfalls that chance to lie in Hie path of his river voy¬ 
age to his birth home, and the home of bh MiCMiy, Range is better 
for them than food or medicine, and tbe -ol tary. prison, treadmill life 
they are enforced to undergo iu tbe State haichery ponds is, in my 
judgment, cause enough for their refusal to ally themselves with any 
of the tribes of Anak. 

Aud. indeed, on the general question, as respects size or growth. It is 
a notable fact that fish of the same progeny—same spawning—eggs 
placed upon the same screen, manipulated, hatched uuder identical 
treatment aud influences will develop very unequally. At tbe age of 
three or six months, many are found to be two or three, or even four 
times the size of others In the same waters, and all apparently equally 
perfect in their organisms, and. so far as flab pharmacists can judge, 
equally healthy. This disparity of growth or size obtains through all 
tbe subsequent year*. Nor do we kuow of any genus or species of fish 
that is exempt from this law—If. iudeed, it be a law--of development. 
TUe fact la true with ail those varieties we have hatched, and ao have 
come within the scope of our observation."

The value of each shot fh the same as before bnt the magpie, from 
tbe pied nature of tbe signal, is in place of tbe old inner. The reasons 
for this rhauge is obviously to increase tbe perfection and accuracy of 
shooting at snort ranges. Our cou-ins In England are directing the rifle 
movemeut to a utilitarian end. and aim at e hcoii racing their marksmen 
Lo make closer practice necessary to high scoring It is true that 
mod ru improvements, have brought the rifle to a high pitch of far 
shooting perfection and that modern marksmen with their scientific 
attachments and recumbent and contort innate position* can make won¬ 
derful targets at tne longest distances. But it Is also true that the sys¬ 
tem of war bus not changed ill proportion to the improvement in fire¬ 
arms and that man has that vulgar tendency, hereditary from lime im¬ 
memorial. to gel to close quarters with his enemy. The experience of 
tbe Franco-German war proved incontestably that armies 
will not rcmuiu for any length of time exposed to 
long range practice but will work together "till they 
see the whites of the eyee," and at that distance no scientldc 
appliances, wind guages. globe sights, or fancy positions are of rnnch 
use; when tbe ranks of the enemy approach within three hundred 
yards the man that can hold stralghlest slid steadiest minding and 
without a rest Is the best mail in his company, and will do the most 
deadly work. A msn who in practice cau bit a six Inch bull's-eye at 
kiU or even *200 \ards is a bettei soldier by far than a marksman who 
can make a clean score at 1.000 yard*, yet can only make an Inditfer nt 
exhibition upon the short, range target.. At short range a man skir¬ 
mishing along has ou lime to get ou his buck, or Into any other of the 
fancy positions, has no time allowance for sighting shots or vernier 
adjustments: be has to load quickly, bold steady, and straight, fire and 
git under what cover ho can as so >o as possible, sud repeat the dose. 
Moreover our modern weapons have point blank range of about 200 
yards, so that there is absolutely uo other requirement hut that of bold¬ 
ing steadily onto a mark. 

We iu th»s country are very backward In this essential of short range 
shoot tug and practice. True it Is that some of our hunters and fron¬ 
tiersmen are wonderful shot*, but they are so few that they nmlce no 
appreciable figure in the aggregate of our impulation. What tbe lead¬ 
er- of our rifle movement require to attend to Is tbe more a-slduoue 
practice nt short range. We would not. however, recommend the adop¬ 
tion of tbe new system of mapping out the target as yet. for Ihe scores 
would be so much reduced iu aggregate that discouragement would 
result with tbe majority. What we propose is. that iustead of giving 
po many prizes for long range shooting, to devote a 
majority of them to establish proflcieucy etanding and 
at 2tR) and 300 yards. A man who can make a score of 45 
out of a possible 50 at -W0 yards is pretty sure to he able to make 45 out 
of 50 at 6U0 or LOW yards after a little practice; but Ihe reverse Is not 
the cane. Our ancestors of a century ago were marksmen iu tbe true 
sense of Ihe word, and wou their independence not by twisting them¬ 
selves up iuto fixed attitudes, hut by holding steady sud straight. Let 
as go and do likewise. 

At the mi'l-rsnge targets there has been expansion In the bull'a-eve, 
bnt contraction everywhere else so that clean scores will be more fre- 
nuent to tbe crack marksmen, bat outers will be more numerous with 
IDe inferior grades.
